1,648 of the code provides that certificates 
of the board of supervisors as to the elec- 
tion for governor, secretary of state, au- 
ditor, treasurer and attorney general 
must be by the judge of probate for- 
warded to the governor for the speaker 
of the house of representatives at least 
ten days before the time fixed for the 
next meeting of the general assembly, 
and must be by the governor delivered 
unopened to the speaker on his election. 
Section 1,451 of the code provides that it 
shall be the duty of the speaker of the 
house of representatives, within the first 
five days of the session of the general as- 
sembly. in the presence of a majority 


ol the members of the general assembly, 


to open the returns furnished him under 
section 1,648, ascertain and proclaim the 
result of such election after which such 
returns shall be filed and kept in the of- 
fice of the secretary of state, subject to 
the inspection of any elector of the state. 
The person having the h ghest number 
of votes for either of said offices shall 
be decldred duly elected, etc. These are 
mandatory provisions of the law and, un- 
til complied with, the person receiving 
the majority of votes for governor is not 
the ¢governor. 

“Both sections 5 and 15 of article 5 of 
the const'tution refer to the ‘qualifica- 
tion’ of the governor. One may be ‘de- 
clared’ and prociaimed governor, as set 
forth in section 1.661 of ‘the code,, and 
may thereafter ‘refuse’ to qualify.\ In 
reference to the governor, to ‘qualify 
means to take the oath of office pre- 
scribed by article 15 of the constitution 
and sections 3,062 and 3,064 of the code, 
The governor-elect becomes the actual 
governor when he ia declared and pro- 
claimed. such in accordance with the pro- 
Visions of section 1,651 of the code; ne 
shall not ‘enter upon the execution of 
the duties of the office’ before he takes 
the requisite oath. These statutory pro- 
Visions have been in force for many years 
in this state. They throw all requisite 
light on the constitutional provisions be- 
fore mentioned, and, to my mind, make 
it clear that, In case the governor-elect 
never becomes the actual governor, by 
reason of his death, the governor in of- 
fice at the time of his death holds. until 
another governor ls ‘elected and qualified,’ 
and that, in such a casa, there is,no room 
for the operation of the provisions of sec- 
tion 15 of the article § of the constitution. 
The case must be governed by section 38 
of that article. 

As I have said, the provisions of sec- 
tion 13 of the article mentioned, apply 
only to an actual governor—not<to a gov- 
ernor-elect; who, after being declared 
governor as set forth in section!,@1 of 
the code ‘refuxes’ to qualify, dies or 13 
impeached, or is removed from office, ete.

He explained jn detail 
tho duties of the note teller ‘and the 
bank’s clearing house transactions. He 
explained the balance sheets, which show- 
ed a shortage of $960,000 in Alvord's de- 
partment. The figures showed that the 
shortage varied and that from October 


110th to October 13th it was $700,000. 


“You knew that Alvord's accounts were 
made up from statements handed him by 
other persons in the bank?” asked Mr. 
Miller. 

“Yes, sir; partly.“ answered Mr. Snow.

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The European Coal Famine. 
The European coal famine, which | 
has created such a demand for Ameri- 
can qoal during the past two years, 
now promises to be permanent, and 
from a very singular reason. 

This is brought out by M. Danel, an | 
authority upon French economics. He 
shows that France annually consumes 
42,000,000 tons of coal; she produces 
only 32,000,000 tons. In former years 
the deficit has been made good by other 
countries, principally Great Britain, 
and to some extent by Germany and 
Belgium. ; 

All three of these countries, how- 
ever, now require more than their own 
output. France has, it is true, enor- 
mous coal deposits; but these cannot 
be worked, for the reason that there 
are not enough migers available. N 

A country of only 38,000,000 or 39. 
000,000 people, with a standing army 
of 600,000 men, has not a great number 
of able-bodied men to spare when its 
many industries are considered. Mine 
owners are compelled to pay their 
workmen low wages in order to com- 
Pete with foreign prices, and other 
lines of occupation with less danger | 
and better prices are more attractive. 

Discussing this condition, Mr. 
Thornwell Haynes declares that it is | 
“not temporary but permanent.” Eu- 
rope is forced to keep her best brawn | 
in the military service, and hence can- 
not develop her own resources, a work 
which must be left to peoples whose 
energies are not exhausted by mili- 
tarism which shuts out the industrial 
endeavors of the people.

Rice in the Combine. 

The American Rice Distribution 
Company, organized to collect the rice 
crop of the United States, and to dis- 
tribute the proceeds, has entered busi- 
ness With a capital of $15,000,000. 

The company is located at Crowley, 
Louisiana, but as it has for president 
Mr. William K. Vanderbilt, of New 
York. it would seem to be cosmopoll- 
tan in make-up. 

The concern will most likely have 
headquarters in Texas, to comply with 
the laws of that state. The objects 
and purposes are to provide and foster 
markets for agricultural products, 
especially rice, rice straw and its prod- 
ucts, rice andwaper mills, bonded ware- 
houses, irrigating canals, and to make 
advances to farmers. 

The plan is to purchase the domestic | 

rice crop. and to enter with the rice 
growers into a contract to sell their 
rice crops for a stipulated figure for a 
period of four years, with the privilege 
of extending the contract an addi- 
tional four, years.

Certainly 
the result cannot be said to have settled 
the silver question any more than it has 
decided that the democrats were wrong 
in opposing the administration im perial- 
istic progrumm or in opposing the party 
whose legislation is responsible for the 
trusts. The republicans were shrewd 
enough to fight shy of all these issues. 
They raised the cry of prosperity, relying 
upon the majority of the people voting 
their conditions; they won pecause of that 
cry and the fact that the people did vote 
that way. 


The demvcrats will themselves reorgan- 
ize tneir party, if by reorganization is 
meant to begin at once to line up for the 
contestg of the future. The party ma- 
chinery is in much better shape than it 
was four years ago, thanks largely to the 
club organization of which Mr. Hearst 
has been the head.

THE CHEROKEE INDI

gia was harassed during the early 

part of the present century may not 
be unprofitably recalled; Governor Gil- 
mer’s ministrations in connection with 
the removal of the Cherokees to the west 
being here briefly presented. George R. 
Gilmer was born in what is now Ogle- 
thorpe county, Georgia, on the lith of 
April, 1790. At twelve years of age, with 
a view to his educational training, he 
' sent to Wilson’s classical school near 
Ableville, 8. C. Subsequently transfer- 
red to Dr. Moses Waddell’s famous acad- 
emy at Willington, also in the Palmetto 
commonwealth, he continued, for some 
time, to avail himself of the exceptional 
advantages as there afforded. Soon after

leaving the last named institution, or 


about 18083, Mr. Gilmer commenced the 
study of law; and with a view to ac- 
quiring a greater proficiency in his chosen 
profession, he entered the office of Hon. 
Stephen Upson, af Lexington, Ogletho 
county. In due course he was admit- 
ted to the bar; and, but for frall health. 
he would have become at once a legal 
practitioner. Having lingered for several 
months without any sign of improvement 
in his condition, his father determined 
that the stimulus of mili life would 
be beneficial to the droop patient, 
and, accordingly, he procured for his son 
a commission as first lieutenant in the 
United States regular army. This was in 
October, 1813, the Forty-third regiment 
being the one whereto he was assigned. 

At the time of his martial assignment 
the war with England was in furious 
progress, the Creek Indian uprising ma- 
terlally compheating the situation for 
the embattled Americans. The regiment 
wherewith he yas identified having been 
specially organized with reference to ac- 
tive operations against these very In- 
dians, as a consequence he was soon 
plunged in the hardships and uncertain- 
tles of a sanguinary campaign. During 
its distracting continuance Mr. Gilmer 
acquitted himself with distinguished 
prowess, his valorous achievements con- 
tributing not a little to the ultimate 
triumph of the whites over their dusky 
but unterrified antagoniata. 

Shortly after the conclusion of tile 
peace treaty with England, and the ter- 
mination of the exciting war, the regi- 
ment to which Mr. Gilmer belonged, as 
the necessity for ites maintéenanee had 
ceased to exist, was, accordingly, dis- 
banded; and he found himself once more 
a private citisen. But he wae still sadly 
indisposed; military life having falled to 
bring the biessing of health for which 
he no much craved, At length ho resolved 
to rise superior to his bodily infirmities; 
and o, in the beginning of 1818, he re- 
paired to Le on, Oglethorpe county, 
Ga., and there located for the praptice 
His success from the 
start was gratifying; clients predominat- 
ing, and his enlightened industry being 
ever in requisition. In the same year he 
received the first mark of political honor 
in his election as a member of the Geor- 
gia legislature. Retained in-this position 
until the fall of 1820, contemporaneously 
with his official retirement , came his 
elevation to a seat in the national] house 
of representatives. He was duly in- 
stalled in‘the sequent spring, and for a 
term acceptably championed the interests 
of his constituents. His service ending 
in March, 1823, he resumed his profes- 
sional labors; but, as politics was for him 
a jealous mistress, he was soon inter- 
rupted in their pursuit. The ensuing year 
brought him further public distinction; 
he being reinstated in the general as- 
sembly of the commonwealth. In the 
fall of congressional laurels were 
again shbwered upon his deserving head, 
and from 127 to 1829 he was saluted as 
a yalued adjunct of the lower house at 
Washington. 

In the fall election of 1829 a signal mark 
of the popular favor was bestowed upon 
Mr. Gilmer in his advancement to the 
chief magistracy of the commonwealth. 
This was the crowning honor of his lite, 
and our mention of it brings us to the 
subject of our article—his connection with 
the removal of the Cherokees from Geor- 
gia ‘soil. | 

The harassing feature of Governor du. 
mer's administration was the Cherokee 
problem. Thanks to the indomitable 
Troup, a final disposition of the Creek 
question had been reached, but only half 
the work had been accomplished. The 
Cherokees still remained to agitate the 
public mind; they being unanimous in 
their declination of all propositions look- 
ing to the surrender of their mountain 
homes, and their removal to the west. 
As red men it must be admitted that 
they were posseasell of a high order 
of intelligence; their written al- 
phabet attesting thelr intellectual 
superiority to the other Ameri- 
can Indians. They had framed a 
system of laws for their domestic gov- 
ernance;, and among the Georgia tribes 
they alone gave evidence of having profit- 
eq through the proximity of civilisation. 
Frequent frontier depredations, however, 
revealed the savage prociivities of the 
Cherokees; and so alarmed were the 
inhabitants, that they besought the gen- 
eral government to transfer their dan- 
gerous neighbors to other parts: Their 
prayer was eventually answered; but for 
weveral years longer they were obliged 
to walt before the desired result was 
secured. " 

Meanwhile, a legialative act was passed 
extending court jurisdiction into the 
Cherokee domain, and holding the In- 
dians responsible for al] outrages perpe- 
trated. Through their attorney, Hon. 
Willlam Wirt, the red men vigorously 
protested against this unwarrantable in- 
vasion of their privileges. In a corre- 
spondence with Governor Gilmer, Mr.

In the chaplet 
we weave tonight for the brow of our Chr 
tian soldier-philanthropist. I beg a place 
for this fadeless token of affection, sent as 
it has been by 9,000,000 of his fellow coun- 
trymen, who cherish in grateful and undy- 
ing memory his work for them. 0 

It has been said that republics are ungrate- 
ful. Greece nished Themistocies, who had 
won for her freedom and immortal glory, and 
stides, the brave and the just. 
But we have come to better times. This 
splendid company, representing the sentiment 
of this mighty nation, whose glory his sword 
did so much to achieve, and whose now free 
and happy children, his Uanthropy did so 
much to uplift and enlig „ attest to that 
this republic at least is not forgetful, and 
that this hero and patriot is still remembered 
in the grateful affections of hia fellow coun- 
trymen.

Opelika, Ala., November 8.—(Spectal.j— 
While William J. Samford, the brilliant 
governor-elect of Alabama, is bravely 
battling for his life in a darkened room 
in this city, with his inauguration only 
a few days off and the state breathless 
with anxiety and suspense and the law- 
makers torn and perplexed over the un- 
usual complications his death would 
bring about, a few words concerning tho 
career of this remarkable man will be 
of interest to the thousands who are 
watching his condition.

Colonel Samford was born in Meriweth- 
er county, Géorgia, September 16, 1859.

He has fre- 
quently been a trustee of the state col - 
leges and uswersity and in 1876 was 
state elector and voted for Samuel J.

Samples of Georgia cotton seed were 
sent the Rusglan government several 
years ago and press dispatches this year 
announce that the experiments in the 
colonies of that power have been entirely 
successful. Thig fact, no doubt, had 
zargely to do with 
French government officials to obtain 
samples of Georgla cotton seed. 
Experts here beileve that the colonies 
of the French republic will be able to 
grow the staple and the result of the ex- 


periments will be watched with interest. 


Mark W. Johnson, of Atlanta, several 
days ago received a letter from the 
French minister at New Orleans. This 
letter wag a request for cotton seed. Mr. 
Johnson is now in communication with 
the French minister and expects to sell 
him à quantity of seed within a short 
time. 

A translation of the letter is as follows: 

“Sir—Upon the request of a number of 
French coionists, tne colonial minister 
has, requested me to study the United 
States method of cu.tivating cotton and 
to buy some geed here. Tne department 
of agriculture at Washington has ad- 
vised nat concerning upi@nd cotton 1 
should address you. My hopes this year 
are not pitched very high because 1 hope 
firat to make a triai of the cotton of this 
variety before putting the colonists deep- 
ly isto its culture. I have chosen the 
Peerless, and I pray you to tell me your 
price, concerning which I have the hope 
that it wlll be sonable. At the same 
time I most earnest.y requ¢st that you 
will send me in advance, say about 100 
seeds of that variety and of the Drake 
cluster, which I desire to/pass an exami- 
nation upon through these Sentiemen, I 
would also ask that you send a couple of 
barrels of typical soll on which the va- 
rieties are usually cultivated. Following 
this I shall let you hear concerning our 
trial and renew the seeds with you each 
of the fol-owing two years in order that a 
great many acres may be planted.
